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25X1X 4, at the ond of August Amy units stationed in larze towns (Prague, Hradec 
Krdlovd, Budéfovice, Tlzeii, Brno, etc.) received orders transferring them 
to country parrisons, The reason given ws lack of space for exercises. 
In Prague itself only the Poho¥elec barracks remained occupied, the other 
units being transferred. For instmmes, the 2*th Prague Regiment was trans- 
ferred to the following villages in the area between Karlovy Vary and Mari- 
dnské Ldznés Doupov, Tou%im, Begov ned Teplou, Hamernfiky, and Kynvart. . 
There is one battalion in each of these villages. 


2. At the beginning of Ausust the Medical Service was transferred from tha 
Vréovice barracks to KeSice, SNB squsadamoved into tiese evacuated bar 
racks, taking them over with all furnishings. Four emercency squads of 
the SNB are to be moved to Prame, - 


3. Towards the end of Ausust it was rumored that the so-called Recreation | 
Center of the Russian Ary, actually “VD, wuld be located in Pizefi at 
sore school, This ws to be in reprisal for the expression of rro~dreri- 
can sentinents by the population durine the denonstrations of 5-9 vay 194°. 


4. The real cause for the “ransfer of the armed forces out of large towns is — 
very probably their unreliability. Officers of hirhor and lower ranks 
alike are considered unreliable (for instance, seventeen officers and their 
families in Chomutoy left the country), To cet a better crip on the Arny, 
3,090 Communists are to be rlaced in key rositions in it. 


The total strength of the SUB in Aueust 194% ong 42,000 men. This number 

was to be increased to 55,000 within the next two months. Admission to and 
promotion in the 5°8 is conditional on the rrior approval and recormendation 
of tha Central Committee of the KSC (Czech Communist Party). Thus it happened 
that one member of the SIB we rronoted to hisher rank four tires in one day 
as a result of such a recommendation, Recruiting carried aut for the purpose 
of increasing their strength utterly failed. Only one rereent of the required 
number arrlied. It was therefore decided to conplete requirerents of SUB oy 
transferring -en from the Industrial Militia. These new forces were to be 
sent to the western borer to release the old ards _uhoupre to be withdrawn, 
aby regraded to 
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The atrength of the. SNB in Prague is 2,000 guards in uniform,600 agents of 
the eriminal police in civilian clothes, 300 agents of the National Security 
(St&tn{ Bezpognost). During the February events and the fineral of President 
Benes this strength was increased. The SNB and the Industrial Militia each 
had about 5,000 men. 


In Plaek (N50/Q69) and the vicinity billets for the armed forces were sought 
at the beginning of September. The transfer into this area wae carried out 
with such speed that orders were given to move existing barracks from as far 
away as Moravia instead of erecting wooden barracks on the spot. 


Mobilization plans are worked out in Podbo¥any (Podersam, near Zatec/Saaz) 
in the barracks of the General Staff. 


Three kilometers from Most (Brix) there is a little chatean in the woods 
with a restaurant. In the chateau is the temporary location of the staff 
which is charged with working out the plans for the entry of the Red Arny 
into Czechoslovakia. 


After February 4,000 members of the SNB were expelled. Some of these have 
now been reinstated, however.
